Washington, Oct. 2 (A*)—Ju s­ 
tice Hu go L. Black ’s emphatic 
d enial th at he is now a member 
of the Ku Klu x Klan left no 
d ou bt tod ay he will tak e his 
place on the 
Su preme Cou rt 
bench nex t Mond ay . 
For 12 minu tes last night he 
brok e all preced ent to reply d i­ 
rectly to those who hav e chal­ 
lenged , becau se of his Klan as­ 
sociations, his fitness to sit on 
the nations highest tribu nal. 
Speak ing slowly with a trace 
of soft sou thern d rawl, Black told 
one of the largest American rad ­ 
io au d iences on record ; 
“The insinu ations of racial and 
religiou s intolerance mad e con­ 
cerning me are based on the fact 
th at I joined the Ku Klu x Klan 
abou t 15 y ears ago. 
“I d id join the Klan. I later re­ 
signed . I nev er rejoined . What 
appeared then, or what appears 
now, on the record s of the organ­ 
ization, I d o not k now. 
“I nev er hav e consid ered and 
I d o not now consid er the u nso­ 
licited card giv en to me shortly 
after my nomination to the sen­ 
ate as a membership of any k ind 
in the Ku Klu x Klan. I nev er 
u sed it. I d id not ev en k eep it.” 
Ju stice Black ask ed the nation 
to ju d ge his fitness for the cou rt 
by his ten-y ear senate record . 
That record “refu tes ev ery im­ 
plication of racial or religiou s in­ 
tolerance,” he asserted in an u n­ 
preced ented rad io reply to those 
who hav e contend ed th at Klan 
membership mad e him u nworthy 
to serv e u pon the nation’s high­ 
est cou rt. 
Pointed ly , he castigated and 
d isav owed 
any 
organization 
which seek st o limit freed om of 
worship, and , with eq u al v igor, 
he accu sed his critics of attem pt­ 
ing, by their “campaign” against 
him, to “create racial and re­ 
ligiou s hatred .” 
He spok e from the mod est 
resid ence of his close friend , 
Clau d e Hamilton, Jr., assisant 
general cou nsel of the Recon­ 
stru ction Finance Corporation, 
while a crowd of the interested 
and cu riou s, ou tsid e, brou ght po­ 
lice to the u su ally q u iet su bu r­ 
ban commu nity . 
In contrast with the v igorou s 
sty le familiar to his senate col­ 
leagu es, Black spok e d eliberately 
as thou gh measu ring each word , 
stressing a phrase here, a sen­ 
tence there, bu t alway s with his 
Alabama d rawl pred ominant.

co u ntry where it has go tten a 
fo o tho ld. 
A su fficient nu mber o f beetles 
were trapped by the co -o perat­ 
ing departm ents in the two In­ 
diana cities to w arrant treating 
metho ds, 
thirty -sev en 
beetles 
hav ing been fo u nd in So u th 
Bend and sev enteen in Fo rt 
Way ne. 
Areas in Indianapo lis, in the 
v icinity o f which beetles were 
cau ght in 1936, were treated last 
spring and as a resu lt fewer bee­ 
tles were trapped du ring the 
late spring and su mmer mo nths.
